Prior to World War II, many people in Czechoslovakia owned radio sets cap- 
able of receiving good signals from distant transmitters both on medium and 
short waves. £ven now, the ownership of radio sets is not limited to any 
socio-economic group in Czechoslovakia. It has, however, become increasing- 
ly difficult to obtain spare parts for older sets, and the production of 
radio receiv ers has been restricted to medium wave types for a number of 
years. As Jamming has been most effective in the medium wave band, it is 
therefore logical that the number of radios capable of receiving foreign 
broadcasts ie in the process of being progresoivoly reduced.
